(Currently amended) A secure network resource access system for facilitating 
access bv a network terminal to a network resource printer-located behind a 
firewall, the secure network resource access system comprising: 

a proxy server located logically outside the firewall for receiving 
application print i ng data from a network terminal d ata source located outside the 
firewall, the proxy server configured for storing the received application data in 
having a queu e for storing the rocoivod print i ng data , the application printing data 
being associated with a networ k resource p rinter and tho network printer bo i na 
associated as a notwork rooouroo for tho printing data of the data sourc e; and 

a polling server located logically behind the firewall, the polling server 
being configured for polling the proxy server to determine a status of the queue 
and to pull any received application printing data across the firewall from the 
queue of the proxy server to the polling serve r, the polling server for inhibiting 

exposure tp security breaches as$Qc<atefl with firewall acress pprtg. 

2. (Currently amended) The secure network resource access system according 
to claim 1 , wherein the network resource Includes a network p rinter having a 
network address I nclud e s an alias namo . the received application printing data 
includes the network address a l ia9 nam e of the network printer, and the polling 
server is configured to direct the received application printing data to the network 
printer in accordance with the network address aliaa nam o . the application data 
further fncfudina at least one of text data or imaoe data . 

3. (Currently amended) A method for facilitating secure access to a network 
resource p rinteHocated behind a firewall, the method comprising the steps of: 
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storing received application eftaflna data in a queue of a proxy server, the 
received application printing date from a network terminal d ata aourco located 
outside the firewall and being associated with the network resourc op rintor and 
tho network printer be i ng assoc i ated ao a network rooouroo for tho print i ng data 
of tho dataoourco ; and 

polling the proxy server located logically outside the firewall by a polling 
server located logically inside the firewall, the polling being to determine a status 
of the queue and to pull across the firewall any received application printing data 
from the queue of the proxy server to the polling serve r, the polling server for 
inhibiting exposure to security breaches associated with firewall access ports. 

4. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 3, wherein the networi< 
resource includes a network p rinter having a network address i ncludes an aliao 
nam e, and the received application printing data includes the network address 
al i ao namo o f the network Printe r, the application data further including at least 
one of text data or image data . 

5. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 4 further comprisino- the 
otep of directing the received application printing data to the network printer in 
accordance with the associated network addres s al i ao name . 

6. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 further comprising an enterprise 
serve r, the polling server configured for transmitting the application data to the 
enterprise server, the enterprise server configured for obta i ning the roooivod 
print i ng data from tho poll i ng oorvor and f or distributing the roooivod a pplication 
printing data to the network resourceerintef- associated with the application data . 

7. (Currently amended) The system of claim 2, wherein the network address e Bes 
*ame-uniquely identifies a physical network location of the network printer and is 
associated with a physical property of the network printer. 

8. (Cancelled) Tho system of olalm 1 , wherein tho data oouroo io a network 
terminal oonf i gurod for communicat i on with tho network printer.

10. (Currently amended) The system of claim 29, wherein the received 
application efifrtme data is oolootod from the group comprising: text; imago; and 
includes multimedia data. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The system of claim 10, wherein the received 
application prifrtin© data is in a format suitable for processing by the network 
printer. 

12. (Currently amended) The method of claim 3 further comprising the step of 
transmitting o btaining t he received a pplication pfmtm§ data from the polling 
server to an enterprise server and then distributing the received application 
print i ng data to the network resource print e r . 

13. (Currently amended) The method of claim 4, wherein the network address 
qHqo name uniquely identifies a physical network location of the network printer 
and is associated with a physical property of the network printer. 

14. (Cancelled) The method of cfoim 3, wherein tho data oourco io a network 
terminal configured for commun i cation with tho notwork printer.

16. (Currently amended) The method of claim 445, wherein the received 
application erintina data i s selected from th e group comprising: text: imaoo: and 
includes multimedia data. 

17. (Currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein the received 
application printing data is in a format suitable for processing by the network 
printer. 

18. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein the system facilitates 
access to a plurality of network resource p rint e rs . 
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19. (Currently amended) The method of claim 3, wherein the method facilitates 
secure access to a plurality of network resourcew ntefs. 

20. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein the network printer is 
associated with a user of the network terminal data oouroo . 

21 . (Currently amended) the method of claim 3, wherein the network printer is 
associated with a user of the network terminal data source . 
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
